Seronton, Pa., Oct. 17.— The Gib- 
bons Coal Co.'a colliery in Soutfi 
Scrunton la being put in order for 
work, imtl the company says it will 
begin operations Wednesday or the 
next day. This coinpiuiy has agreed 
to grant the strikers' demands if the 
strike is raised, and, further, that it 
will mine only enough coal to till its 
contract with the Stihulykill district. 
District Secretory Dempsey, of the 
United Mine Workers, said Tuesday 
that the board bad not noted on the 
matter, but that in all likelihood the 
request of the company will be 
[ granted. 



The Delaware and Hudson Co.'s two 
washeries at Caxbondale and Oliphant 
•have resumed operations after an 
idleness extending a month beyond 
the beginning of the strike.
